“Gentlemen's Agreement” 
Voiced After Discussion 


A so called “Gentlemen's Agreement” 
was made several years ago between 
the counties of Lamar, Pearl River and 
Hancock providing for the election of 
a State Senator from the district com- 
prising the three counties, to be chosen, 
first from Lamar County, next from 
Pearl River and the next from Han- 
cock County, the election of State Sen- 
ator to rotate in such order throughout 
the existance of the Gentlemen's Agree- 
ment. 

By the Agreement the tenure of of- 
fice is limited to one term, preventing 


a State Senator elected from this dis- 
trict from having proper influence and 
prestige in the State Legislature that 
a competent Senator would have who 
was deemed eligible and who could 
succeed himself in office. Chairman- 
ship appointments of important com- 
mittees go to members with legislative 
experience, men who have been in the 
State Legislature long enough to merit 
respect in their judgement of various 
legislative matters and since the people 
of the three counties want and need 
the most capable and competent Sena- 
tor to represent them as a whole, a 
resolution was adopted by the Com- 
mission Council of the City of Bay St. 


Louis on June 5, 1950 to annul the 
“Gentlemen's Agreement.” 
The election of a State Senator 


started with the election of a Senator 
from Lamar County at the time the 
so called “Gentlemen's Agreement” was 
reached, with the present incumbent 
having been elected from Hancock 
County, thereby giving all three coun- 
ties proportionate representation during 
the entire period of existence of said 
agreement. The resolution provides an 
opportunity for a competent and cap- 
able candidate to run for the office of 
State Senator from the three counties 
comprising this district, regardless of 
his place of residence, and affording his 
constituents an opportunity to contin- 
ue him in office, provided his perfor- 
mance merits such continuanés in office.

More directly fitting conservation 
practices to the needs of the individual 
farm and continued striving for more 
conservation for each dollar of allo- 
cated funds are major objectives of 
the 1951 Agricultural Conservation Pro- 
gram now being developed, says C. L. 
Neill, Chairman of the Mississippi PMA 
Committee. 

As in the past, the recommendations 
of individual farmers, local county and 
community committemen together with 
the advice of agromists and soil tech- 
nicians are the basis for next year’s 
program. The conservation needs of 
individual farms and the selection and 
grouping of practices to meet these 
needs are being particularly stressed, 
the chairman advises. 

Conservation practices for land taken 
out of allotment crops are receiving 
major attention and the seeding of 
“diverted acres” to grass and legumes 
will be emphasized in the program the 
chairman advises. 

Particular consideration also is being 
given to’ the gradual withdrawal of as-

sistance for recurring annual practices 
as they become established in farm 
operations. 

PARTNERS IN CONSERVATION 

“A -nation cannot continue to bleed 
its agriculture without developing a 
national anemia. When agriculture is 
weak and sick—both land and farmers 
-—production drops off and people go 
hungry. It has happened in other 
countries. It can happen here. So by 
assisting farmers in carrying out con- 
servation practices the Nation is feed- 
ing back into its own bloodstreams 
the red corpuscles of life and health 
and happiness.” 

The statement was made by Alvin 
V. McCormack, Director, PMA Agri- 
cultural Conservation Programs Branch, 
at the recent annual Virginia PMA 
Conference for farmer-committeemen. 

He pointed out that the very abun- 
dance, which is so essential to the wel- 
fare of the Nation, often wrecks the 
farmer’s price and the farmer finds he 
is “producing” himself out of house 
and home. 5 

He likened the conservation program 
to national defense: “just as it is in 
the national interest to protect ourselves 
against enemies which seek to destroy 
us with bombs and guns and ships, so 
it is in the national interest to protect 
ourselves from the enemies which just 
as surely destroy us by destroying

our soil and water resources is as vital 
as ever to the national welfare—despite 
surpluses of some farm crops—and we 
don’t want to forget that as population 
increases it becomes more and more 
important. The 150 million population 
now may be 180 in 20 or 30 years.” 


HIGH PENALTY ON 
EXCESS COTTON 


The penalty rate for cotton produced 
in excess of farm marketing quotas in 
1950 will be 50 percent of the parity 
price as of June 15, 1950, Mr. Ran- 
dolph Seal, chairman of the Hancock 
County PMA committee, said today. 
The parity price on April 15 was 30.26 
cents per pounds. 

“We would like to bring to the at- 
tention of all cotton growers that the 
penalty may be around 15 cents a 
pound,” says the chairman. “This com- 
pares with a penalty of 7 to 8 cents a 
pound under previous quota programs. 
The 15-cent penalty is based on the 
assumption that the parity price on 
June 15 will be not far diferent from 
the 30.26 cents per pound which it 
was on April 15, 1950." 

Cotton subject to penalty is desig- 
nated as the “farm marketing excess” 
of cotton, It will be determined by 
multiplying the farm normal cotton 
yield by the acreage planted to cotton 
in excess of the allotment. 

In cases where the farmer establishes 
that the actual cotton yield per acre 
is less than the normal yield, the farm 
marketing excess will be reduced to the 
amount by which the total production 
exceeds the normal yield times the farm 
cotton acreage allotment. 

Until the penalty on the farm mar- 
keting excess is paid, all cotton pro- 
duced on a farm and marketed is sub- 
ject to penalty, and a lien on the en- 
tire crop of cotton produced on the 


farm will be in effect in favor of the 
United States, the chairman explains. 
The penalty must be paid before a 
marketing card can be issued to a 
farm. In addition, the farmer who 
knowingly overplants the farm cotton 
allotment will be ineligible for cotton 
price support and also for 
cultural
